Charge made at second debate 
Young has been 'puppet' 
for oil industry: Mikva

Abncr J. Mlkva charged Sunday that 


U.S. Itep. Samuel II. Young, R-10lh, has 
been a puppet for the oil Industry by sup- 
porting programs that enable the In- 
dustry to maintain Its high profits in the 
continuing energy crisis. 


Young suggested that a little prayer 


might bo a way to help solve some of iho 
rising food costs problems facing the na- 
tion. 


So went the second part of a three- 


week scries of debates between Mlkva 
and Young who arc battling each other 
for Young's Congressional scat. 


MORE THAN <IOO persons listened to 


tho pair for nearly two hours at Trinity 
Lutheran Church, DCS Plaines. 


The sharp differences between the two 


candidates were spelled out again. 


Mlkva charged Young supported legis- 


lation that would continue to glvo the oil 
companies favored treatment while they 
ncrc complaining of short gasoline sup- 
plies. 


"Standard Oil expects more from their 


Congressmen and they get It from Con- 
gressman Young," Mlkva sold. 


Young, however, sold he voted In favor 


of tho emergency energy act even though 
It had several poorly written provisions. 
He noted tho law was vetoed by the 
President. 


THE CONGRESSMAN ALSO suggested 


that a llttlo prayer might do more to 
bring down food prices than all the talk- 
Ing of politicians In Washington. 


"I have voted against tho subsidy pro- 


gram," Young added. 


Mlkva responded that "sometimes the 


Lord wants us to help ourselves." 


Mikva also called for a number of re- 


forms 
within tho government which 


would enhance competition and end re- 
strictive regulations which he said cause 
food prices to Increase. 


Tho candidates disagreed on military 


expenditure. Mlkva said $15 billion could 
bo cut from tho budget. Young said de- 
fense- already has been cut and that he 
would favor troop reductions If bilateral 
agreements could be worked out with the 
Soviet Union. 


DOTH MEN sold they opposed Presi- 


dent Gerald Ford's S per cent tax sur-

charge proposal. They also said they be- 
lieve the

should be adopted by the states. 


They both advocated ethics legislation, 


with Mlkva stating he favored complete 
financial disclosures of all income and 
campaign contributions. 


Young also said he would favor rclntro- 


ducllon of the draft as a means of cutting 
military expenditures. He said the new 
draft uould allow people to choose some 
alternative service, but would also help 
cutback the large expenditures that ore 
now being mode for the all-volunteer 
Army. 


Mlkva sold he opposed such a move 


and mentioned that while Young had 
stated he was opposed to big govern- 
ment, he was favoring a policy which 
would allow government to tell people 
what to do for two years of their lives. 


"To me this Is the biggest type of gov- 


ernment you can have," Mlkva said. 


City plans to crack doivn 
on illegal political posters 


Poster pushers beware, DCS Plaines of- 


ficials announced Friday they have a 
sharp cyo out for you. 


Mayor Herbert II. Dchrcl announced 


the city will strictly enforce Its ordinance 
concerning the placing of campaign post- 
ers on public property. 


The mayor sold he would sec to It that 


the city's police officers arc alerted to bo 
on Iho lookout for persons putting politi- 
cal posters up around town. 


Dchrcl said city workers have been 


taking down posters for many candidates 
because they violate the city ordinance. 


Ho noted that some of the campaign 


material was affixed to posts so firmly 
that paint wns pulled off when the post- 
en were taken down. 


"Now wo havo to repaint (he posts In 


addition to spending tho money to take 


down the posters," he said. 


THE MAYOR said he plans to write to 


all major campaign offices In the area 
reminding candidates of the regulations. 


"I doubt that xvc could cite the candi- 


dates themselves because they would 
probably deny their workers put up the 
posters Illegally," Bchrcl said. 


Fines for violation of the city ordi- 


nance range up to $500. 


The ordinance slates It Is Illegal to post 


notices on any curbstone, flagstone, side- 
walk, tree, lamp post, telegraph pole, 
fire hydrant, any private wall or gate. 


Tho law docs not prohibit official elec- 


tion judges from posting notices of elec- 
tion in public areas. 


"We arc not going to play any favor- 


ites here, this will apply to everyone," 
the mayor said. 


He sold construction probably could 


hcgin by the second week of December, 
with completion In 18 to 24 months. 


HOWEVER, James Rctzlaff, principal 


of River Road School, said the district 
still is shooting for completion of the 
school by fall of 1075. 


"We hope to break ground this winter 


but it's still a little chancy," he said. "It 
was just nice getting past the 100 per 
cent review of the plans." 


Rctzlaff said school officials hope the 


bids "come In within the money we have 
to work with — that's going to be the 
next waiting point. 


"We figure the cost of construction 


goes up at least 1 per cent each month. 
We're going to be handicapped |>y the 
funds — it's really going to be a bare 
bones building," he said. 


The new school will serve students 


from Maryville Academy, Des Plaines. 
Those students now attend River Road 
School. River Road must be replaced be- 
cause It docs not meet state safety codes. 


THE SCHOOL will be on a five-acre 


site on the Maryville grounds, Gregory 
Street and River Road. According to pre- 
liminary designs, the school will be a 
30,000 square foot, one-story building, 
basically rectangular In shape. 


A law allowing for construction of the 


school facility was signed by former 
Gov. Richard B. Ogllvie In 1972. Under 
the law, a school district can request 
funds for a school building when a non- 
public school closes, resulting In an In- 
creased enrollment of 5 per cent or more 
to the school district. 


Such a situation occurred in River 


Trails Dlst. 26 In 1968 when Catholic 
Charities announced It could no longer 
afford to educate Maryville students, 
who arc wards of the state. 


Construction of the school was delayed 


several times over the last two years be- 
cause school officials were unable to 
agrco on a site.

'More safety features needed? 
School bus-safety laws 
unsatisfactory: Sen. Glass

S t a t e Sen. B r a d l e y Glass, 


R-Northbrook, sold ho Is dissatisfied with 
current school bus safety laws despite 
legislation passed during the last session 
of the Illinois General Assembly. 


Glass, who wrote two bills strength- 


ening school bus safety laws, spoke at a 
meeting of the National Council of Jew- 
ish Women Thursday night. 


The bills, signed by Gov. Daniel Walk- 


er this fall, broaden the classification of 
school buses to Include vehicles serving 
private and parochial schools. Tho legis- 
lation also calls for state-supervised driv- 
er and pupil school bus safety education 
programs. 


GLASS SAID that "no sooner was the 


bill signed into law" than he was told 
about an accident Involving a day-camp 
bus apparently not covered by tho legis- 
lation. He said the low applies only to 
vehicles carrying children to and from 
schools. 


"The question right now Is what about 


buses owned by churches or day camps 
— it's an area where we may have to 
add to the definition," he said. "As far 
as I'm concerned, they should be cov- 
ered." 


Glass also cited tho need for more 


safely features on school buses including 
padding of scat backs and seatbclts for 
students. 


"Wo heard a lot of testimony from sur- 


geons about tho dangers to the face and 
mouth when a child Is thrown forward 
against the metal seat," he said.

"I would like to see a fund established 


to reimburse bus companies with state 
money for padding tho scat backs." 


ESTIMATED COSTS for seat padding 


range from $320 to $400 per bus, Glass 
added. 


"Another safety device — which Is 


somewhat controversial — is student 
scat belts. Personally, I think they would 
bo helpful," he said. 


A major objection to adding safety 


equipment to buses Is the cost Involved, 
Glass said. "My response is the price 
paid can't be measured in dollars and 
cents If you don't have safe buses." 


At the meeting, one woman suggested 


that parents of bus riders pay an extra 
$5 a year to cover the costs of safety 
belts and scat padding. Fred Goering, di- 
rector of transportation for Schaumburg 
Township Dlst. 54, said the Ideas are 
"hypothctically great but you're not go- 


Ing to have any luck with parents." Dlst. 
54 recently approved expenditures up to 
$10,000 for padding seats on 43 buses. 


GLASS SAID testimony before a state 


commission indicated that school bus 
construction Is inferior to construction of 
commercial buses. He added "you can't 
paint a line across the state and say all 
buses ore bad. Many buses — usually 
those owned by school districts — are 
run extremely safe." 


Eugene Trigger, a representative of 


State School Supt. Michael Boknlls' of- 
fice, disagreed with Glass' contention 
that school buses arc poorly constructed. 
"I think they're as safe as a CTA bus," 
he said. 


Trigger also questioned the use of seat 


belts, citing a California school district 
where "a couple of kids were hit In the 
eye" with belts. "Besides, who is going 
to make sure all the kids have their bells 
on," he said. 


SCHOOL BUS construction also was 


defended by Claude Bailey, director of 
transportation for High School Dlst. 211. 


"The only two things that can damage 


a bus ore a gravel truck or a train," he 
said. 


Bailey also noted that the state only 


"writes minimum requirements for 
buses." 


"Don't blame the state for school bus 


construction — it's the school district 
that writes specifications," he said. "Our 
district started padding scat backs three 
years ago. If the district wants padding, 
It can Just put it on."

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net*? /ociis on regulatory agencies do any good? 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The regu- 


latory agencies, set up to bo watchdogs 
for the consumer but now criticized as 
lap dogs for Iho Industries thoy control, 
arc under renewed attack for contrib- 
uting to higher prices. 


President Ford has asked Congress to 


set up a commission to "reform" the 
agencies. Lewis A. Engman, chairman of 
one of them, the Federal Trade Commis- 


sion, has gone even farther, suggesting 
tho government force the agencies to 
make plainly public the extent of feder- 
ally approved price fixing In the airline, 
trucking and other industries. Public out- 
rage at the details, Engman reasoned, 
might In Itself force reform. 


The agencies Involved don't seem to be 


too worried. 


They have heard It before, from people 


like Ralph Nader, and they've been in- 
vestigated before. Consumer advocates 
arc happy to see the Issue brought out 
again, but they are skeptical that setting 
up another study commission as Ford 
suggested would do little more than use 
up another two years' time. 


Congress got Into the regulatory agen- 


cy act In 1887 when It set up the Inter- 


state Commerce Commission (ICC) to 
shield shippers from the then existing 
railroad monopoly. 


The alphabet soup thickened in sub- 


sequent years as Congress created other 
agencies such as the FTC, the Civil Ae- 
ronatuds Board (CAB), the Food and 
Drug Administration (FDA) and others 
— all established because of some then- 


present and usually urgent need for price 
or safety control. 


In theory the agencies are Independent 


because they must exercise powers In 
the way a court does, setting regulations 
on prices, safety and other matters. Con- 
gress reviews their activities and over- 
sees their budgets. 


Nader thinks the Idea was doomed 


from the start because it failed to make 


any provision for public Input. The 
agencies too often developed only a two- 
way dialogue between themselves and 
the regulated industries. 


Their employes, Nader said recently, 


are neither responsible to the public nor 
protected from recriminations within the 
agency If they try to blow the whistle on 
something they don't think Is in the pub- 
lic Interest.

Ho asked Iho General 
Accounting Office to investigate tho fishing camps as well as 
others In Canada to determine who used them and how much 
thoy cost to maintain. Tho cost may exceed $900,000 a year, 
ho said. 


Jet performance results kept secret 


Sen. Thomas F. Eogleton, D-Mo., Sunday accused tho Navy 


and Air Force chiefs of staff of keeping secret from Defense 
Secretary James Schlcslngcr tests which revealed a now Air 
Force F-15 jcl far outperformed a now Navy F-14 jet which 
costs $3 million per unit more to build. Eagleton said the tests 
were never made public "In order to preserve the prldo of the 
Navy." 


Solution needed for soaring court workload 


Chief Justice Warren E. Burger, in en annual statement 


released two days before tho Supreme Court starts hearing 
oral arguments In the 1074-75 term, said Sunday thero is a 
"serious need for new solutions for tho court's growing work- 
load." Tho justices last week considered a record 1,000 ap- 
peals of various kinds — up 40 per cent from 696 appeals at 
tho beginning of Burger's first term as chief justice five 
years ago. 


Dems scolded for opposing Ford plan 
House Minority Leader John Rhodes scolded Democrats 


Sunday for not giving President Ford's new economic propos- 
als a chance after Sen.

away from any possible contact with the 
outside world that might expose them to 
publicity about the case they arc consid- 
ering and perhaps influence their deci- 
sion. 


Sequestering the Watergate jury will 


not be cheap. The government has taken 
over an entire floor of a downtown Wash- 
ington hotel for living quarters, a com- 
mand post and two lounges for the jurors 
to relax In at an estimated cost of $5,000 
per week. 


Meals — breakfast at the hotel, lunch 


at the courthouse and dinner either at 
the hotel or local restaurants — will run 
another $2,500 a week and salaries for 
the U.S. marshals that watch over jurors 
will be about $1,400 weekly. 


Transportation, recreation 
and In- 


cidental expenses such as newspapers — 
from which tho marshals clip all Water- 
gate stories — arc extra. 


Tho running gag In Washington is that 


jurors in Watergate cases arc spending 
more time locked up than tho defend- 
ants.

Book, gift revelations 
may hurt Rocky chances 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
Nelson A. 


Rockefeller's chances for smooth con- 
firmation ns vice president wcro dam- 
aged — perhaps seriously — by his ac- 
ceptance of responsibility for a derogato- 
ry campaign book and disclosure of mas- 
sive gift-giving, members of Congress 
sold Sunday. 


"There's no doubt it's a deteriorating 


situation," said Rep. Don Edwards, 
D-Callf., a member of the Judiciary 
Committee which is holding Rockefeller's 
confirmation hearings in the House. 


Opinions varied on how far Rockefel- 


ler's confirmation has been set back. 


Sen. Howard Cannon, D-Nov., chair- 


man of the Rules Committee which Is 
handling Rockefeller's confirmation in 
the Senate, said a vote on the nomination 
might be delayed until late December by 
the new developments. 


Edwards said the House might vote on 


confirmation by the first week in Decem- 
ber. 


But Rep. Wayne Hays, D-Ohlo, said 


there Is a possibility the confirmation 
process would be slowed so much by new 
hearings that no action could be taken 
until after a new Congress is in session 
next year. 


The book for which Rockefeller accept- 


ed "full responsibility" was a derogatory 
biography about former Supreme Court 
Justice Arthur J. Goldberg published In 
1070 when Goldberg was opposing Rock- 
efeller for the New York governorship. It 
was written by author Victor Lasky and 
published with a $60,000 Investment by 
Rockefeller's brother Laurance. 


The shelling, the second In as many 
days, came as Secretary of State Henry 
Kissinger met with Israeli officials in his 
latest whirlwind Middle East tour to 
speed negotiations toward a Middle East 
settlement. 


Kissinger said Sunday he had reached 


agreement with Israeli leaders on ways 
to go about getting a Middle East peace. 
He then flew on to Saudi Arabia for a 
round of talks with King Faisal. 


While the secretary would not publicly 


give any details of the "principles and 
procedures" agreed 
upon, American 


sources said the framework for the next 
round of talks must include the Arab de- 
sire for return of Israeli-occupied lands, 
the Israeli desire for greater security, 
and possibly a nonbelligerency agree- 
ment, favored by Israeli Prime Minister 
Yitzhak Rabin. 


Kissinger was scheduled to fly to Cairo 


Sunday night for a second visit and then 
return to Damascus before leaving Mon- 
day night for Algeria. 


Under Secretary of State for Political 


Affairs Joseph Sisco flew to Jordan to 
brief King Hussein on the Kissinger-Ra- 
bin talks. 


A high-ranking American official said 


that the issue of who should represent 
the Palestinians in future peace talks is 
basically one to be solved between Jor- 
dan, where many of them live, and the 
Palestinians themselves. 


Meanwhile, one of the most ambitious 


moves yet to get international standing 
for the Palestine Liberation Organization 
will be considered today by the United 
Nations. 


The U. N. General Assembly will con- 


sider whether to invite representatives of 
the organization, the major force in Pa- 
lestinian liberation movements, to take 
part in a debate on the Palestine ques- 
tions early next month. 


Israel has strongly denounced the 


move, charging it would make "a mock- 
ery" of the U. N. by giving the guerrillas 
International standing. 


Shotvdown: Turkey aid veto 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Recess plans 


altered, Congress Sunday awaited a final 
showdown with President Ford on contin- 
ued military assistance to Turkey. 


Members postponed their recess, which 


had been scheduled to start last Friday, 
after efforts to find a compromise on the 
aid bill failed in the House. 


Ford was expected to send to Con- 


gress, probably Tuesday, a veto of legis- 
lation which would immediately cut off 
all arms aid to Turkey. 


The House is scheduled to vote the 


same day on whether to uphold or over- 
ride the veto. It requires a two-thirds 


„ s. 


vote in both Senate and House to over- 
ride. 


Under normal circumstances, Congress 


would have avoided the confrontation 
and returned home so that members 
could campaign for re-election. But the 
arms embargo Is a rider to a resolution 
providing funds for departments and 
agencies which have not yet received 
their regular appropriations for fiscal 
1975. Without the resolution, programs 
and payrolls would stop at the Depart- 
ments of Health, Education and Welfare, 
Labor, 
and 
Agriculture 
plus 
some 


agencies. 


If Congress over-rides the veto, an im- 


mediate ban on military assistance to 
Turkey would go into effect. And if Con- 
gress upholds the veto, it will have no 
choice but to rush through a separate 
resolution to fund the pauper agencies. 


Meanwhile, Sen. Edward M. Kennedy, 


D-Mass, charged Sunday that the Ford 
Administration is letting Greek refugees 
on Cyprus suffer because of a cynical 
U.S "tilt" toward Turkey. He said the 
"paltry" humanitarian aid that the U. S. 
is giving on the ravaged Mediterranean 
island Is intended only to promote Tur- 
kish interests.

• Discipline: Corporal punishment as

child's parent or guardian. This shall not 
be construed to forbid the physical re- 
straint of a pupil when necessary for 
health or safety nor docs It exclude ver- 
bal reprimands that most observers 
would consider reasonable under the cir- 
cumstances. 


• Student suspension or expulsion: Re- 


moval of a child from school will be usu- 
ally limited to youngsters who arc guilty 
of "gross disobedience or misconduct" or 
who have been discipline problems "over 
a period of time." Expulsion occurs only 
after a requested conference with board 
and parents. 


• Student records: A parent or guard- 


Ian may review their child's cumulative 
record "at any tune deemed necessary." 
No student records will be released to 
another school district, hospital or men- 
tal health agency without a signed re- 
lease from tho parents. 


• Open transfer: Parents living In the 


district may have their child transferred 
to any school in tho district with certain 
limitations, such as parents providing 
tho transportation. 


• Sex education: No student will be re- 


quired to take part in sex education 
classes If his parents or guardian sub- 
mits a written objection. 


• Religious Instruction: Students will 


not be excused from class for religious 
instruction except for children between 
12 and 14 years of age attending con- 
firmation classes. 


• School board ethics: Board members 


will flic written statements of economic 
Interests with the County Clerk. School 
district employes with a salary of at 
least $20,000 a year must also flic on eth- 
ics statement. 


• Gifts to employes: The board dis- 


courages gifts lo employes from any ven- 
dor or prospective vendor. Any gifts re- 
ceived will bo Immediately returned. 


Tho revised manual includes several 


now features — a table of contents and 
Index and detailed job descriptions for 
both certified and nonccrtlflcd employes. 
It Is divided Into nine major sections 
with chapters on the board of education, 
administrative organization, finance and 
business operations, students, Instruc- 
tional program, teaching staff, nonccrtl- 
flcd staff, insurance and general policies.

ment that was being put to work might 
not have been available.

WASHINGTON - Tlio Securities and 


Exchange Commission, which has upset 
the status quo for stock exchanges, bro- 
ken, securities lawyers and accountants, 
may bo preparing to toko on (ho In- 
stitutions. 


The SBC still has many problems 


ahead with Its central market system, 
but the groundwork has been laid. De- 
spite dissent from tho exchanges, the 
SEC plans to Implement the first part In 
February. 


Tho brokers have been slung by the 


end of fixed commission rates, a nearly 
200-year tradition that will die next May. 


As for lawyers and accountants, the 


SEC Is holding them responsible for cor- 
porate decisions and faulty financial re- 
porting that leads to anti-fraud suits. 


WITH ALL this for a backdrop, the 


SEC may now bo planning to look Into 
Institutional trading. The 
Institutions 


have come under attack In Congress, es- 
pecially by U.S. Sen. Lloyd M. Bcntscn. 
D-Tox., who has advocated limits on 
their portfolios. In a Congress mired In 
Watergate, he mado llttlo progress. 


Bcntscn and some SEC officials feel In- 


creasing strength of Institutions eventual- 
ly will chase out of the market even 
more of the Individual Investors whose 
variety of opinion and financial goals 


Business today 


was responsible for growth of the secu- 
rities Industry from the sidewalks of 
Wall Street In the 18th Century to world 
envy In the 1960s. 


Now the SEC, which has been sweep- 


ing into the dusty corners of the secu- 
rities cupboards for the past five years, 
apparently Is going to scrub the windows 
for a look Into Institutional backyards. 


The bank trust departments, Insurance 


companies and pension funds through 
block trading hnvc taken over 70 per 
rent of the New York Stock Exchange 
volume.

Top 
staff, who do the research and make rec- 
ommendations to the commissioners on 
policy matters, arc trying to play down a 
conference scheduled Oct. 29 to look into 
brokerage paid by Institutions. 


Comr. A. A. Sommcr Jr. says the Oct. 


20 conference Is to determine whether In- 
stitutions must by law pay the rockbot- 
tom price without regard to research. "It 
Is a legal question. I don't think there's 
much to It," says Sommcr. 


But the SEC Is calling for representa- 


tives of the Institutions and the broker- 
age industry to meet with the commis- 
sioners und staff for talks. The SEC 
moves deliberately and the results of the 
conference will not begin to emerge for 
many months.

Sidewalk construction hit 


The board of local improvements of

We back new prairie and buffalo 


Illinois was once a land of prairie 


grass, buffalo and a spaciousness 
which characterizes the great flat- 
lands of 
the Midwest. Today, 


there's no reason we shouldn't 
make an effort to rebuild at least a 
tiny piece of this state's natural 
past. 


Under consideration now by Chi- 


cago's Metropolitan Sanitary Dis- 
trict is a unique scheme to do just 
that. Although there arc elements 
of the plan that arc slightly amus- 
ing, it's a good overall way of 
starting the reconstruction. 


The MSD has been using a 15,000 


acre tract in downstntc Fulton 
County as a "farm" for sludge, 
which is the rehabilitated by-prod- 
uct of Cook County's sewage sys- 
tems. 


Sludge Is an excellent fertilizer, 


and somebody's come up with the 
idea of planting prairie grass on 
this tract (which was formerly 
used for strip mining) In order to 
reconstruct a portion of the Illinois 
prairie. 


The idea's started to catch on in 


Fulton County, and now the MSD 
has gone a step further; it wants to 
spend $2,400 to buy five buffalo 
(yes, you read It right the first 
time) and let them roam wild — 
perhaps with other animals — on 
the property. 


For everyone involved, it's a 


splendid idea, and the MSD will be 
a special beneficiary of the propos- 


al. The use of sludge as fertilizer 
has been a sore point for several 
years in central Illinois, and the 
MSD faces an advisory referen- 
dum in November on the matter. If 
the MSD is kicked out of Fulton 
County, it would be hard pressed to 
find another location for dumping 
the sludge. 


The scheme could be criticized 


by purists as a reconstruction of 
the prairie, rather than a pre- 
servation of the real thing. How- 


ever, it doesn't seem to matter just 
how we get the prairie, just as 
long as we have it and then pre- 
serve it. 


Adding buffalo to the land won't 


cost us too much money, and for 
the future of this state, it's a worth- 
while use of tax money. The rede- 
velopment of this land should re- 
mind all of us of Illinois' rich his- 
torical past — and it is a past 
which docs not have to be buried 
forever.

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'The suburbs need Chicago9 


So says the developer of New Century Town, 


who adds that urban planners don't know much...

Tho llfo of the suburbs depends on the viability of Chicago, 


gays development expert Philip M. Klutznlck. "Wo can't af- 
ford to let that 'turf go to hell,' because If we do we doom tho 
suburbs just as well." 


Klulznlck, developer of Onkbrook Center, New Century 


Town near Llbcrtyvlllo, Park Forest, Water Tower Place and 
many other commercial and residential projects, relics on his 
business experience to deny the statements of those who pre- 
dict a continued decline of the city. 


Tho economic problems of the nation and Increasing crisis 


of fuel supply will shapo the future of the city, despite pre- 
dictions that It will lose residents and become a "federal 
reservation" of poor and minorities, Klutznlck said at i din- 
ner meeting of tho Chicago Assn. of Commerce and Industry. 


HE TAKES ISSUE with Northeastern Illinois Planning 


Commission predictions of a 150,000-pcrson decrease In Chi- 
cago population by 2000, and cliallcngcs urbanologlst Plcrro 
doVlso's description of Chicago as "a dying city." Klutznlck 
said such predictions arc made solely on what has happened 
In the past, and do not account for changes In the future. 


"I'm grateful to NIPC and Pierre that they hang crepe 


regularly," he said. "Few areas have been less accurate Uian 
predictions of demographic shifts." 


When Klutznlck was building postwar Park Forest, a 


planned community developed by private money, economists 
said south Cook County had a maximum home market of 100 
units per year. "That month alone we rented 400. What was 
absent In those figures was that we had entered n whole new 
era," he said. 


"Those of us In my kind of business — and you planners — 


can bo kind of neutral between city and suburbs, because 
we've done pretty well nt both ends. We need to try to deter, 
mine what Is best for the people In tho future," Klutznlck 
said. 


"THERE WAS A reason for the suburbs, and there will 


continue to be. After the war, thero was no place to quickly 
build accommodations the people needed." There was a des- 
perate need for post-war housing, he said, "and we needed 
new manufacturing capacity." 


Because the one-story plant was most efficient, they were 


built where there was enough room. "Then the auto took off, 
as If with a now life, and highways were subsidized," Klutz- 
nlck said. 


"I say all signs on tho horizon Indicate tho exact opposite 


needs now. The President has Indicated the gravity of the 
situation as well as he has been allowed to." France hns told 
of a mandatory energy use cut, he sold, "and wo will do that 
In tho near future, In one way or another, not because of 
gasoline for tho cars, but because It's a matter of having an 
economy of some benefit to the people." 


"Tho United States, which Is Importing oil, Is going to have 


to share (with Its allies) directly or Indirectly, or world poli- 
tics may undergo changes never seen before In such a short 
time. Wo can't much longer proceed with the Idea that we 
can afford tho most luxurious transportation In the world. 
That day Is gone for the foreseeable future." 


"Accessibility to the suburbs will become exceedingly ex- 


pensive and difficult. We virtually destroyed our railroad sys- 
tem, and what wo need to compete with the auto won't be 
built overnight or at any small cost," he said. "We've extend- 
ed tho limits of commuting so far thai land Is more costly an 
hour away than It used to be 20 minutes away." 


"IT IS NO ACCIDENT In the suburbs that there are more 


and more townhouscs and cluster developments. Detached 
homes are too expensive, even for a family with a $25,000 
Income. They can't have a free-standing home and the ame- 
nities. Our own study of recent sales shows It takes two wage- 
corners In a fnmlly to get a mortgage now for most people."

nlck said.

"The suburbs are Inheriting all the sins of the city as they 


grow," Klutznlck said, quoting FBI statistics that show subur- 
ban crime rates have Increased by 9 per cent, while crime in 
the cities had a 1 per cent decline In 1073. 


"We have to quit bulldozing good land and reuse land In the 


cities." That will require some changes in land values, he 
said, but reusing blighted land has several advantages, in- 
cluding economy of mass transportation. 


ALTHOUGH HE HAS retired as chairman of the Urban 


Investment and Development Co., Klutznlck is continuing his 
work In an advisory capacity. In addition to his downtown 
multi-purpose Water Tower Place development, Klutznlck 
spoke about future plans In Fox Valley, Orlond Park and 
three other suburban sites. He also Is adviser for the massive 
"Chicago 21" redevelopment plan. 


He says free-standing new towns are not the answer for the 


needs of the future. "New Century Town is no better than 
Chicago," he said. "Hut when they want to understand what 
life is, they still come to Chicago." 


"No suburb or new town In commuting distance of Chicago 


can live without the activities of the great city," he said, 
citing recreation, business, culture, government, education, 
art, music and others. 


"You can't find these all over the suburbs."

Jean Thomma has an open, helpful,

(St. Viator is organized Into four sepa- 


rate academic areas, social studies being 
one of them.) 


Young In both years (she's 26) and ap- 


pearance, she has accumulated experi- 
ence that belles her age, as does her ob- 
vious maturity. 


"It Is more Important to be human and 


kind than to follow strict rules," she says 
of working with high school boys. 


BEFORE COMING to St. Viator Jean 


worked with high school and college stu- 
dents as admissions counselor for her 
alma mater, Mundelcln College. Her po- 
sition entailed traveling throughout eight 
states, visiting high schools and Junior 
colleges and attending career nights. She 
also participated in numerous workshops 
a n d temlnnrs, 
followed 
educational 


trends and reviewed backgrounds of 
students and the kinds of colleges they 
choose to attend. 


On the job she also Interviewed pros- 


pective college students and provided 
academic counseling. As she grew In ex- 
perience, Jean Thomma became con- 
cerned about the kind of training that 
admissions personnel were receiving 
across the country, and decided to look 
Into It. 


WITH CONNIE CAIHIA, assistant di- 


rector of admissions at Loyola Univer- 
sity, Jean discussed the possibility of set- 
ting up a statewide program that hope- 
fully would lead to uniform certification 
of admissions counselors. The two of 
them eventually coordinated an institute 


for admissions counselors with from zero 
to five years experience In the field. 
About 40 persons participated In the pro- 
gram sponsored by the Illinois Associ- 
ation of College Admissions Counselors 
and held at Northwestern University In 
Evanston. 


(A member of IACAC, Jean also be- 


longs to the Association of Chicago Area 
Catholic Colleges and Unlvesltles Admis- 
sions Counselors and to the Illinois Asso- 
ciation of Collegiate Registrars and Ad- 
missions Officers.) 


The participants completed an initial 


evaluation this past summer, and now 
plan an in-depth study of the under- 
taking, Mrs. Thomma reported. 


FROM WORKING WITH all women 


students at Mundeleln College, Jean now 
has shifted to helping young men of high 
school age, but she sees no significant 
differences In their aspirations, and she 
hasn't changed her working methods. 


"I have the same concern for their 


welfare," she said. 


Part of a six-member counseling team, 


Jean is the first woman to join the St. 
Viator counseling staff. She advises 
about 300 students from freshman to se- 
nior level, the same boys staying with 
her throughout their school years. She is 
personally responsible as an adviser to 
43 homeroom seniors. 


Jean sees each boy once a week to help 


in any area ranging from academic to 
personal problems. In this way each 
young man has an adviser other than a 
teacher or parent to listen to him. 


"No one slides by unnoticed because 


someone here really knows him," she 
pointed out. 


FOR MRS. THOMMA, helping students 


individually and personally Is a reward- 


ing job. She is Impressed by how sincere 
young students are, and how. much they 
desire to do well academically and to 
succeed personally and socially. 


"If by the senior year a student has 


been brought correctly to that point, he 
has widened his mind, Is aware of the 
needs of others and can make good and 
lasting decisions," she commented. 


Jean Thomma does her best to bring 


her students to this point. However, If 
they need further help, she refers them 
to another agency. 


To help young men get ahead academi- 


cally, Jean introduced the Advanced Ac- 
ceptance Program and the Catholic Col- 
lege Coordinating Council Admissions 
Program to St. Viator. These programs 
help nigh school students to find out what 
colleges across the country will accept 
them and where they can get scholar- 
ships. She works personally with her se- 
niors to find college placement and finan- 
cial aid. 


MRS. THOMMA BELIEVES in equal- 


ity for women especially in jobs. Married 
to a systems programmer for U. S. Steel, 
she and her husband, Gregory, share 
home chores and take joy In each other's 
success. 


She thinks Chicago is a wonderful town 


with "great night life," and she loves to 
travel. Self-Improvement is also impor- 
tant to Jean. She worked five years as an 
orthodontic dental assistant, served as 
young citizens coordinator for the cam- 
paign committee for P. J. Cullcrton, and 
was a tutor-counselor in a neighborhood 
Youth Corps in Worcester, Mass., her 
home state, where she grew up with 
eight brothers and sisters. She's now pur- 
suing a master's In counselor education.

Women's Commission pushes 1975 as 
year for women, new ERA suit filed 


The Illinois Commission on the Status 


of Women will ask Gov. Dan Walker and 
Mayor Daley to proclaim 1075 as Inter- 
national Women's Year. 


The proclamations would carry out a 


resolution of the United Nations General 
Assembly designating next year for In- 
tense focus on the progress of women 
amund the world. 


The Illinois Commission approved the 


Idea aflcr hearing a report at its October 
meeting by Patricia Hutar, the United 
Statn representative to the U.N. Com- 
mission on tho Status of Women, which 
proposed tho Idea of tho International 
Women's Year. 


Theme of the Year will be "Equality, 


Development and Peace." 


ACCORDING TO Mrs. Hutar. many 


American women leaden arc often sur- 
prised to learn that "tho feminist move- 
ment was not invented here." She said 
that when Betty Frledan, "mother" of 
tho American feminist movement, pub- 
lished her first book proclaiming the 
equality of women, women in other coun- 
tries had already been long at (he task of

seeking equality. 


However, Mrs. Hutar quickly added, In 


many other countries of the world women 
arc far behind tho U.S. In achieving so- 
cial and economic equality. 


Mrs. Hutar recalled her experience as 


a delegate to a conclave on women and 
population — the first meeting of women 
In the General Assembly of (he United 
Notions and "the first time that the rela- 
tionship between women and population 
was officially recognized." 


THREE BARRIERS to tho economic 


and social progress of women in other 
countries emerged during this confer- 
ence, Mrs. Hutar said: 


Lack of opportunities for women to 


achieve status other than as mothers; 
high infant mortality rates, causing fam- 
ilies to desire many children; and the 
high status of sons, encouraging women 
to continue bearing children until they 
have a boy.

Eugenia Chapman, D-Arhngton 
Heights, Is considered necessary with or 
without passage of the Equal Rights 
Amendment. 


REPRESENTATIVES Chapman and 


Catania arc plaintiffs In a new lawsuit 
which was filed last week challenging Il- 
linois' three-fifths majority requirement 
for ratifying amendments to the U.S. 
Constitution, such as ERA. 


The new suit, similar to one filed last 


year and dismissed by the court, names 
Senators Dawn Clark Nctsch and Esther 
Snpcrstcln, both D-Chlcngo, as plaint- 
iffs, and Senate President William C. 
Harris as a defendant. 


According to the plaintiffs, the new suit 


was brought because the three-judge 
panel had taken no action on n request to 
reinstate the old suit. The judges had 
ruled they could not decide the case be- 
cause the Senate hod not voted on ERA. 


But the Senate did vote shortly there- 


after, approving ERA by a simple major- 
ity. 


ACCORDING TO Sen. Netsch, the new 


suit makes It clear that "the Senate Is 
now in a similar posture (as the 
House)," and thnl "we're taking on Har- 
ris." She said the suit also ''narrowed 
the relief being asked for." 


The court Is simply being asked to de- 


clare the Illinois three-fifths provision 
unconstitutional, Sen. Netsch said, adding 
that Illinois Atty. Gen. William Scott has 
already Issued a legal opinion to that ef- 
fect. 


The plaintiffs want a decision before 


January, when the legislature adjourns. 
If It does not come, the ERA Issue will 
have to be reintroduced and run the en- 
tire legislative circuit all over In the next 
legislative session.

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Harper College ivrapup 
Board decides to set up 
'communications' panel 


Tho Harper College Board of Trustees 


hopes to Improve communications with 
(ho faculty, students nnd staff members 
of (ho college through a "joint commu- 
nications committee." 


Tho board agreed to establish the com- 


mittee at Its meeting Thursday after 
lengthy discussion of whether the broad- 
based committee was the appropriate 
way to address complaints from the fac- 
ulty about poor communication with tho 
board. 


Board member Robert Rnuscli, who In- 


itially opposed tho committee because ho 
said It would not deal with (ho problems, 
persuaded tho board that the committee 
be formed only until Dec. 21, the end of 
the first semester. At that time, Rnuscli 
sold, the committee could be evaluated 
to see If It Is solving communications 
problems. 


RAUSCH SAID that as long as the 


committee would be evaluated In Decem- 
ber ho would support It because "I don't 
think we're going to got anything better, 
but I don't want to be saddled with It for 
tho whole year." 


Tho Joint communications committee 


was proposed by board members Judith 
Trochlcr and Jcssalyn Nlcklas as an al- 
ternative to a request from the faculty 
senate that the faculty senate president 
bo given a non-voting seat on the board. 
The board originally voted in June to 
grant tho scat and then rescinded Its ac- 
tion after protests from Mrs. Nlcklas. 


Tho proposal for the communications 


committee was first raised at the board's 
meeting In September. However, the Is- 
sue was delayed when board member 
Shirley Munson asked that the board 
hold a committee meeting to discuss the 
subject. 


Thursday, Mrs. Munson protested the 


fact that no committee meeting had been 
held and said she objected to a memo- 
randum from board Pros. William Kelly 
telling tho board members to call Mrs. 
Trochlcr with Ideas for the policy. 


"I think to have a proposal like this 


nnd have just a telephone link Is very 
disappointing," Mrs. Munson sold. "I 
think maybe we could Improve commu- 
nication among the board and then we 
can work on other communication." 


$500,000 more for buildinas 


Harper College will add $300,000 to the 


amount It planned to spend on the voca- 
tional education buildings planned for tho 
campus, to make up a shortage of funds 
from tho state. 


The board Thursday authorized the ad- 


ditional $300,000, to be added to the 
$903.700 the college had originally 
planned to spend as its share of the cost 
of the buildings. The state provides 75 


per cent of the cost of community college 
buildings. 


College Vice Prcs. William Mann sold 


the cost of Uio building has Increased 
from $3,074,700 to $4,671,600 since It was 
originally planned. Ho said the state will 
reimburse the college the extra $500,000 
when the Illinois General Assembly pas- 
ses additional funds for building. 


Faculty evaluations setup 


Harper College will have a faculty 


evaluation system by Nov. 1, but It will 
not bo used this year to give faculty 
members salary bonuses. 


The faculty evaluation committee re- 


ported to the board Thursday that they 
have developed an evaluation system In 
which a teacher will evaluate himself 
and be evaluated by fellow teachers, stu- 
dents and administrators. 


The committee said the final system 


would bo presented to the faculty at a 
general meeting Oct. 22 and will go Into 
effect Nov. 1. 


Tho faculty evaluation system has 


been a source of continuing controversy 
at the college for several years. Last 
year, the board suspended the practice of 
awarding salary bonuses to outstanding 
teachers when administrators reported 
that the old system had not worked. 


The faculty has consistently opposed 


the practice of giving teachers salary bo- 
nuses based on evaluation. Members of 
the faculty senate have argued that the 
system results In bad feeling and unnec- 
essary competitions among faculty mem- 
bers. 


The board has agreed to give no salary 


bonuses this year, but will reconsider the 
decision next spring for the 1975-76 school 
year. 


Tfiiun meetings* this year 


The Harper College Board will try to 


"bring the college to the people" this 
year In n scries of meetings In various 
Northwest suburban communities. 


The board Thursday approved a com- 


munity relations program which pro- 
poses meetings by the board In each of 
the communities during the course of tho 
year. The meetings would give citizens 
information about tho college programs 
and plans. 


In addition, Patrick Lewis, director of 


Institutional communications, sold ho 
will Invite specific guests from civic or- 
ganizations to attend regular Harper 
board meetings. Lewis also recommend- 
ed that the board hold seminars on spe- 
cial subjects such as the economy or the 
environment.

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Surprising Thornton hands Harper 2nd setback, 16-14

Tlw Harper Hawks took a painful step 


backward! towanls extinction In the 
state championship running Friday after- 
noon when they dropped their second 
straight baDgame, 16-14, to the Thornton 
Bulldogs. 


Capitalizing on some costly Hawk bum- 


bles In the first quarter and some ques- 
tionable official's calls In the third, the 
Bulldogs managed to edge the Hawks on 
the Scoreboard while being soundly beat- 
en everywhere else. 


Playing with a decimated squad that 


was missing four top players, Including 
two defensive backs and Ervln Kim- 
brough, the team's leading receiver, the 
Hawks still took the Bulldogs down to the 
last gasping seconds before a final run 
for tho end zone was cut short. 


The Bulldogs received a tolld shot In 


the arm right after the Thornton defense 


Rich 
Lehnert 


held Harper on their first offensive series 
and forced the Hawks to punt 


Gary Mueller, the Injured first string 


quarterback who only snapped for punts 
Friday, put one over ticker Dave Patter- 
son's head which he downed on Harper's 
ono yard lino. 


The Hawk defense, which kept Harper 


In the gomo all afternoon, stacked up 
three straight Thornton dives Into tho 
lino before Bill Browning finally man- 
aged to squeeze In for tho touchdown. 


Tho extra point attempt failed when 


tho Hawks got on each other's shoulders 
and batted down tho kick. 


Harper's hljlnkn In the first quarter 


had just begun, though. 


On the next offensive series, on tho 


very first play ID fact, the Hawks turn- 
bled the ball right back to the Bulldogs. 


Bulldog quarterback Brian Pearson, 


who was bewildered by the Harper pass 
defense nil afternoon even without the 
presence of tho suspended players beat It 
just once when ho found Lloyd Burchett 
wide open. Burchett dropped the pass 
though. 


Ho came back to Bruce Rambo for a 28 


yard gain, then had the threat snuffed by 
Frank Bavoro's Interception. 


Tho next offensive series for Harper 


ended with a punt. Andreas threw an In- 
terception to end tho next and Rich Hoe- 
vel fumbled on the first play of the one 
after that with tho ball on Thornton's one 
yard lino. 


Keying the defense that kept getting 


tho ball bsck far Ihe offense all through 
the first quarter was Rich Lehnert. A 
freshman from Palatine, Lehnert spent 
rant of Ihe first quarter In Ihe Thornton 
bocklleld dragging down runners for 
large negative yardage. On four con- 
secutive plays he made tackles totaling a 
hisof It yardi. 


Two more fumbles In tho second quar- 


ter ended Harper offensive series, tho 
second by Andreas wiped out his spin- 


ning 28 yard run on tho previous play. 


But with the first half winding down 


and the Hawks starting to realize they 
were In a football game, Harper finally 
put some points up when Andreas threw 
to Geoff Bacon for a seven yard touch- 
down. 


"People come down here to ploy us," 


sold Thornton head coach Mike Zikas, 
who played for Notre Dame the year 
they lost to Texas in the Cotton Bowl 
"and they think they're In for an easy 
time of It. Sure we've lost two games but 
the teams that beat us are ranked sev- 
enth (Wright) and twelfth (Jollet) in the 
country. 


"Harper came In here and they looked 


a little flat," Zlkas continued. "I think 
they were taking us a little too lightly." 


Andreas throw his second Interception 


to start the third quarter and set up 
Thornton's second touchdown. Starting at 
Harper's 26 Browning carried three 
times down to the 14 where Paul Miles 
ran through a cloud of missed tackles for 
the touchdown. 


Thornton got the ball back on a punt 


and began their longest sustained drive 
of the game, a drive abetted by several 
controversial officials' calls. 


Keeping the ball on the ground for 15 


consecutive ploys, Thornton was aided 
by three face mask penalties, each on 
plays where the Hawks buried the Bull- 
dogs for big losses. The resultant first 
downs kept Thornton going long enough 
for Paul Adamskl to kick a 23-yard field 
goal. 


"The officiating may not have seemed 


real strong today," Zlkas admitted. "But 
I'll tell you it's the best we've had this 
year. Wo'vo played with guys where we 
had to get out the rule book and explain 
something to them and they'd say, 'Sor- 
ry, my mistake.'" 


"I'm not going to blame the officials 


tor this one," Harper head coach John 
Ellnslk sold. "But If this Is the beat offi- 
ciating they've had here then I feel sorry 
for their program and for their players. 


"I don't think wo took them too light- 


ly," Eliulk continued. "It was just a 
case of not executing properly. Nobody 
played well on offense and tho handoffs 
and timing didn't click. When an offense 
only gets 14 points and they've been av- 
eraging over 20 (24.0) then something 
has gone wrong." 


With Thornton hogging the boll all 


through the third quarter and denying 
Harper the chance to take advantage of 
the wind, the Hawks were forced to play 
their best football in the final period In a 
stiff breeze. They responded with a 
strong drive using Hoevel and Mike Dean 
for five and six yards at at a time. Hoe- 
vcl finally pushed over from the one for 
the final touchdown. 


With time running out, the final Harper 


offensive series began with slightly more 
than two minutes left. Andreas threw 
strongly to Bavaro who made a spectacu- 
lar catch in a crowd of people for a 13 
yard gain. Andreas then went to Jeff 
Scldmnn, an unheralded receiver who 
had popped some eyes with catches this 
year and responded to the Klmbrough 
vacancy with three catches for 30 yards, 
for 14 more yards. But from there Har- 
per was wasted. 


"I don't know about our chances for 


the state championship anymore," Ella- 
slk sold. "Right now I'm Just worried 
about DuPage (Harper's homecoming 
opponent Saturday). Right now we're 
fair game for anybody."

agreement with Wheeling-Buffalo Grove 
Dlst. 21 be changed after the current 
agreement expires Tuesday. 


The park district now cuts lawns on 


the Wheeling school property and In turn 
receives the use of school facilities for 
park district activities.

Kenneth Gill said he Is 


concerned about setting a precedent with 


Planners refuse to OK 
Sandpebble Walk project 


The Wheeling Plan Commission has re- 


fused to approve the Sandpebble Walk 
Townhouse project proposed for the 
northwest corner of Palatine and Wheel- 
ing roads. 


The commission Thursday night voted 


3 to 3 on the preliminary plan for the 
project and It will be forwarded to the 
village board with no recommendation. 


Those voting no said they were op- 


posed to giving approval before the do- 
vclopcr provided the village with proof of 
ownership of the property. 


Several plan commissioners also said 


they feel the project should have been 
proposed under a planned development 
(multifamlly) zoning classification in- 
stead of the residential category. 


OEItNARD OHOWN, vice president of 


New Era Construction, said the village's 
planned development ordinance docs not 
apply to townhouscs and that his firm 


was told by officials it could not build the 
development in that zoning classification. 
He sold his firm was told this even 
(hough several townhousc developments 
currently arc being built In the village 
under that zoning. 


Some members of the plan commission 


v/crc concerned because under (he zon- 
ing requested, the village would have to 
grant a variation for a road. 


Brown said since the project could not 


be built under any other zoning, there 
was no choice but to ask for a variation. 


The developer said his firm was told 


that the planned development ordinance 
wns to be revised to Include townhousc 
projects and has been waiting several 
months for the change. 


The project which would consist of 79 


three and four-bedroom townhouscs is 
adjacent to the Sandpebble Walk con- 
dominium project. 


Panel to report on low-cost housing 


Wheeling that might have to be dupli- 
cated with other park districts. 


Dlst. 21 has a similar agreement with 


four other park districts — River Trails, 
Arlington Heights, Buffalo Grove and 
Prospect Heights. 


"What we do with one we must do with 


all," he sold. "We're not just talking 
about Wheeling but about four others." 


Under the current agreement, the park 


district has free use of school facilities 
on school days. For use of elementary 
schools Saturdays and for all schools on 
holidays and Sundays the park district 
pays Dist. 21 $6.50 an hour.

property 
maintenance, 


Phillips sold. The park district estimates 
It would cost about $1,000 to rent the fa- 
cilities for its programs during the year. 


Although neither district has discussed 


allowing the park district to use school 
facilities on n rental basis, Phillips sold 
it would be cheaper for the park district 
to rent the facilities. 


He said the park district has about 85 


acres of park property and 110 acres of 
school property to maintain. The park 
district "Is not able to do cither job very 
well," he said. 


The park district estimates that It 


costs about $4,000 annually to maintain 
all the property which results In a deficit 
of about $3,000 each year for mainte- 
nance in the park district budget, Phil- 
lips sold. 


The school board and park board will 


meet later this month to discuss revi- 
sions on the joint agreement. 


Tlic Regional Housing Coalition tonight 


will make a presentation on low-lncomo 
housing to tiro Wheeling Village Board. 


The presentation Is being made to clar- 


ify some points for village trustees be- 
fore they cast votes on whether to par- 
ticipate In a low-income housing pro- 
gram proposed by the federal govern- 
ment. 


Village Prcs. Ted Scanlon Is scheduled 


to voto In behalf of the village at a meet- 
ing of the Northwest Municipal Confer- 
ence Wednesday. 


Village Mgr. George Possoll has said It 


probably would be wise for the village to 
participate in the program because low- 
cost housing one day will be a reality In 
Wheeling and other suburbs. By partici- 


pating In the program, he said, the vil- 
lage will have more control over what is 
built. 


In other business tonight the board 


will: 


• Consider a bid for construction of a 


municipal parking lot that would servo 
persons going to the branch of Cook 
County Circuit Court planned for Wheel- 
ing. 


• Consider appointments to the plan 


commission and recently established bi- 
centennial commission. 


• Hear a presentation on a carillon 


which has been proposed as a possible 
bicentennial project.

Op.m. 
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Halt called on legal action 
against Palwaukee Airport 


The Wheeling Plan Commission has 


called for a moratorium on further legal 
nctton against Palwaukee Airport until a 
meeting can be arranged among airport 
owner George Pricstcr and village of- 
ficials. 


Plan Comr. Gilbert Monoson proposed 


the action, saying the village must re- 
solve Its differences with Palwaukee If it 
Li ever seriously to consider annexing the 
airport. 


"I am looking at that airport as a pri- 


ority and think something has to be done 
If the village ever expects to get It," 
Monoson said. "I think It's time for the 
village to meet with Mr. Pricstcr and got 
some dialogue going." 


THE PLAN COMMISSION Thursday 


night adopted Monoson's suggestion by a 
6-0 margin. It will forward the recom- 
mendation to the village board. 


Just last week the village board di- 


rected the village attorney to file for n 
rehearing with tho Illinois Appellate 
Court In the continuing dispute over air- 
port safety. The Cook County Circuit 
Court and more recently tho Appellate 


Court have ruled that the village and 
county have no jurisdiction over oper- 
ations at Palwaukee Airport. 


Monoson said in a discussion with 


Prlcster Thursday, the airport owner 
agreed to meet with village officials in 
on attempt to resolve some of the prob- 
lems. Monoson said he hopes a public 
discussion Is arranged soon. 


The plan commission's motion asks the 


village board to extend a formal In- 
vitation to Pricstcr. 


"I have asked for a moratorium on 


further litigation against the airport to 
create a better atmosphere for the meet- 
ing," Monoson said. "The meeting prob- 
ably would not be very productive If It is 
called at the same time the village Is 
suing tho airport." 


PRIESTER TOLD the Herald Friday 


he is willing to meet with the village to 
explain Ills position, but would make no 
commitments. 


"I'm going to tell them the same thing 


I've been saying for 10 years," Prlcster 
-said. "I haven't changed my mind and I 
don't intend to." 


He said he still would oppose annexa- 


tion of the airport by Wheeling. The air- 
port serves a large area, he said, and 
should not be made a part of a single 
municipality. 


"Why should Wheeling gel the airport 


when there arc several other municipal- 
ities that also arc served by it," he sold. 
"They're (Wheeling) talking about an- 
nexing the airport after they have done 
nothing but harass us for years." 


MONOSON AND other members of the 


plan commission have not only expressed 
a desire to annex the airport, but have 
talked about purchasing and operating It 
as a municipal facility. If the village 
were given the opportunity to purchase 
it, he said, it would be possible to get the 
federal government to pay up to 75 per 
cent of the cost. 


Pricstcr, however, said at present he is 


not Interested in selling the airport. "I 
will say this though, the more harass- 
ment I get, the more I am leaning to- 
ward making this Cook County Airport," 
he said.

' Backers of a 75-acra development at 
the northeast corner of Rohlwing Road 
and Devon Avenue were told for the sec- 
ond tlmo last week thai they must follow 
Elk Grove Village regulations to receive 
approval for their project. 


Representatives of SBL Associates 


were told by plan commission members 
nt 
an Informal plan-review session 


Thursday that they would have to follow 
land-donation and other policies before 
the village will allow annexation and re- 
zoning. 


SBL has asked for residential and com- 


mercial zoning to build 804 multi-family 
units and a 30-acrc commercial center on 
the property, which was part of the con- 
troversial Dcvon-53 proposal project un- 
der study for several ycrs. 


The development would house about 


2,000 persons, Including an estimated 439 


school children, In buildings ranging 
from one to five stories. 


The developers had been told at a Sep- 


tember plan commission meeting that 
they would have to donate 10 per cent of 
the acreage for public use, n require- 
ment that was discussed again Thursday. 


PLAN COMMISSION members also 


pointed out that water-retention basins 
arc not acceptable as part of the 10 per 
cent donation. 


The developer In his first presentations 


before the commission had Insisted they 
were. The commission gave SBL a letter 
from the village board outlining its posi- 
tion on land donations, which is that only 
bulldablc land Is acceptable. 


The developers said they planned to 


provide small park areas and recreation- 
al facilities within the residential devel- 
opment. 


SBL representatives gave the following 


reasons for annexation: 


• The development would bring in an 


estimated 51,726,235 a year In property 
taxes, substantially raising the assessed 
valuation of the village. 


• The commercial development would 


generate about $235,000 a year in sales 
tax. 


SDL ASSOCIATES and the plan com- 


mission will set another meeting date, 
and the proposed annexation agreement 
will be reviewed again before the com- 
mission mokes a recommendation to the 
village board. 


The SBL development Is on land pur-

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Students stump

to get vote out 
on school bonds

The won) la being passed In the halls 


of local high schools that Saturday Is a 
very Important day for the future of stu- 
dents. 


That's when the voters will turn 


thumbs up or thumbs down to swimming 
pools and auditoriums for High School 
Dist. 211 schools. The students want 
Ihcso new facilities and many of them 
hnvo picked up the banner to do a little 
campaigning. 


They're telling friends, parents and 


parents' friends that the $22-mllUon bond 
referendum for construction will Improve 
tho schools. 


The referendum will finance a sixth 


high school for tho district which would 
open north of the Winston Park subdivi- 
sion of Palatine In 1077. It also will pay 
for an auditorium and swimming pool 
each for Frcmd, Schaumburg and Co- 
nant high schools and a pool for Hoffman 
Estates High School. Schaumburg also 
will get more classroom and cafeteria 
space. 


THE POOLS AND auditoriums arc the 


major concern of students because they 
sc« a need for these facilities day to day. 
In fact, It was student opinion that 
prompted the board of education to 
think more seriously of expanding the 
school buildings. 


In a "rap session" between the board 


and students last February students 
were asked which they would rather 
have — auditoriums or swimming pools. 
About half the students said pools and 
half said auditoriums were needed. If 
Saturday's referendum Is passed, they'll 
get both. 


The student council at Frcmd High 


School is working hard to sec the refer- 
endum Is a succcsss. But tho campaign- 
Ing has been Informal — on purpose, said 
Kevin Richardson, senior at Frcmd and 
chairman of the council's campus and 
curriculum concerns committee. 


Passing out leaflets doesn't get the 


m e s s a g e across. Richardson said. 
"People Just flic It In tho round flic any- 
nay." Instead the news of tho referen- 
dum Is being passed word of mouth to 
students. "If you hear It from your own 
friend when you're sitting at McDonald's 
for lunch. It's more effective." 


Eventually the word will get back to 


homo and parents, Richardson sold. 
"Kids have to bo convinced before they 
can go homo and convince their par- 
ents." 


STUDENTS AttE 
"awful 
wary of 


taxes," sold Richardson. But "once we 
convince most of them that their par- 
ents' tax rolo won't be affected, they'll 
say It's n good Idea." 


Dlst. 211 Is "a relatively conservative 


area. Big changes Uko this are hard 


to accept," Richardson sold. But he 
thinks facts and some conversation will 
moke tho job easier. "I think people 
around here arc open minded." 


There's no doubt In Richardson's mind 


that both auditoriums and pools arc 
needed at each school. Last year a junior 
at Frcmd drowned In Lake Michigan, he 
sold. "Mnybo If there had been a swim 
program 11 wouldn't have happened." 


Auditoriums arc "just as valuable or 


even more valuable than pools," Rich- 
ardson said. Tho school band concerts, 
variety shows and plays arc held in the 
cafeteria, which has poor acoustics and 
almost every scot In tho house is a bad 
one. 


Tho students construct a make-shift 


stage from tables. There arc no curtains 
or lights. "There's a lot of talent In the 
school," Richardson said. "They're doing 
a very professional job In unprofes- 
sional facilities." 


FREMD'S STUDENT council has been 


the most active in working for the refer- 
endum. Student councils at Conant, Pala- 
tine, Hoffman Estates and Schaumburg 
high schools do not have an organized 
campaign. 


Working for the referendum has done 


something for school spirit at Frcmd be- 
cause It's a group effort, said Richard- 
son. "A lot of these kids I've known for 
two, three, four years and everything 
we've ever done we helped each other — 
all for one and one for all, ya know? 
There's a lot of school spirit, kids really 
stick together. This Is just another one of 
thoso activities to help each other out." 


Tho first step Is to "make the students 


aware and stress the Importance of just 
exorcising the right to vote," Richardson 
said. He estimates about 25 per cent of 
the 600 seniors at Frcmd are 18 and can 
vote. Multiply that by senior classes in 
three other schools and that's a good 
number, he said. 


Although the seniors won't get a 


chance to use tho pools and auditoriums 
while they're In school, because they 
won't be built for more than a year, most 
realize It Is for the school's future, said 
Richardson. "I Uko to think I can come 
back here when I'm 20 and take an adult 
swim class." 


THE NEXT STEP, said Richardson, is 


to get tho kids to go home and say, 
"There's a referendum Saturday and 
we'd like you to vote. These arc tho 
facts, this Is how It Is. You make up your 
own mind." 


Maybe they'll be successful but what- 


ever the result, the campaign has been 
on exciting lesson In democracy, Rich- 
ardson said. "This is the first time a lot 
of us have really experienced democra- 
cy. It's a now thing like a kid in a candy 
store. We want to do a good job."

thumbs up or thumbs down to swimming 
pools and auditoriums for High School 
Dlst. 211 schools. The students want 
these new facilities and many of them 
have picked up the banner to do a little 
campaigning. 


They're telling friends, parents and 


parents' friends that the $22-mllllon bond 
referendum for construction will Improve 
tho schools. 


The referendum will finance a sixth 


high school for the district which would 
open north of the Winston Pork subdivi- 
sion of Palatine in 1077. It also will pay 
for an auditorium and swimming pool 
each for Frcnd, Schaumburg and Co- 
nant high schools and a pool for Hoffman 


Estates High School. Schaumburg also 
will get more classroom and cafeteria 
space. 


THE POOLS AND auditoriums arc the 


major concern of students because they 
sec a need for these facilities day to day. 
In fact, it was student opinion that 
prompted the board of education to 
think more seriously of expanding the 
school buildings. 


In a "rap session" between the board 


and students lost February students 
were asked which they would rather 
have — auditoriums or swimming pools. 
About half the students said pools and 
half said auditoriums were needed. If 
Saturday's referendum Is passed, they'll 
get both. 


The student council at Frcmd High 


School Is working hard to see the refer- 
endum is a succcsss. But the campaign- 
Ing has been Informal — on purpose, said 
Kevin Richardson, senior at Fremd and 
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chairman of the council's campus and 
curriculum concerns committee. 


Passing out leaflets doesn't get the 


m e s s a g e across, Richardson said. 
"People just flic it In the round file any- 
way." Instead the news of the referen- 
dum is being passed word of mouth to 
students. "If you hear it from your own 
friend when you're sitting at McDonald's 
for lunch, it's more effective." 


Eventually the word will get back to 


home and parents, Richardson said. 
"Kids have to be convinced before they 
can go home and convince their par- 
ents."

Lake Michigan when hearings begin in 
December before the Illinois Dcpt. of 
Transportation. 


Village Prcs. Virginia Haytor said Inst 


week the village will ask to be consid- 
ered (or an allocation of Lake Michigan 
water to supplement the village's well 
water supply. 


"We have to make a decision on this 


very shortly." Mrs. Ilnytcr said. She sold 
the village's water consultants, Grceley 
and Hnnscn, wilt prepare evidence to 
bring before the hearings detailing the 
need for an additional water supply. 


THE VILLAGE DERIVES Its water 


from deep wells, but officials have been 
warned an additional source will be 
needed in 20 to 25 years, Mrs. Haytcr 
said. 


The hearings before the transportation 


department's Division of Water Re- 
sources are being held for a second time 
because allocation hearings lost. year 
were challenged by the Metropolitan 
Sanitary District. Villages will bo able to 
participate In the hearings planned to 


start In December, but Mrs. Hayter said 
"expert testimony" explaining the long- 
term water needs of a community and 
alternative water sources will be re- 
quired. 


She added the water allocation prob- 


lem will bo considered this week by the 
Northwest Municipal Conference, 
of 


which she is president. 


The village has considered for some 


time seeking water from Lake Michigan. 
Richard Regan, plan commission chair- 
man, last week raised the matter again, 
urging the village board to consider Its 
water needs carefully for the future. 


Both Regan and Mrs. Haytcr have 


warned that shallow water tables are not 
being replenished because of building 
and paving of open areas. Depletion of 
the shallow water will force communities 
to dig deeper for water, tapping Into the 
table now supplying the village's water, 
according to Regan. 


The water situation for most Northwest 


suburban communities will become criti- 
cal if supplemental water sources are not 
found, he Indicated. 


Zoners rap state stand 
on widening Roselle Rd. 


Schaumburg Zoning Board members 


have criticized the state's method of de- 
termining when a road should bo widen- 
ed, saying Roscllo Road should be ex- 
panded to four lanes now. 


Russell Parker, chairman of the zoning 


board, sold the state will not widen the 
north-south artery until a traffic demand 
Is established and that state approval 
would bo needed now before tho con- 
struction could bo done in five years. 


Parker was responding to comments at 


n zoning hearing last week from resi- 
dents complaining that planned unit de- 
velopments along Roscllo Road would 
moke tho road almost impassable at 
peak traffic hours. 


About IS homeowners from south-cen- 


tral Schaumburg again asked tho board 
for a "moratorium" on apartment and 
townhouse construction until o commu- 
nity prcfcmco could be determined In a 
referendum. Tho hearing was on Strat- 
ford-on-the-Hill, a townhouse and high- 
rise condominium building project at 
Roscllc Road and Woathcrsflold Way. 


Shirley Slater, zoning member, said,

like California." 


DR. MARTIN CONIGLIO, another zon- 


ing member, said, "Their methods arc 
very antiquated and need Improvement." 


James Blankcnship, board member, 


laid tho audlcnco if they wanted the wid- 
ening of Roscllc Road sooner, they 
should locate various vehicle-counting 
machines and drive "over and over and 
over" the cords as many times as pos- 
sible.

to accept," Richardson said. But he 
thinks facts and some conversation will 
make tho job easier. "I think people 
around here arc open minded." 


There's no doubt in Richardson's mind 


that both auditoriums and pools arc 
needed at each school. Last year a junior 
at Frcmd drowned In Lake Michigan, he 
said. "Maybe if there had been n swim 
program It wouldn't have happened." 


Auditoriums arc "just as valuable or 


even more valuable than pools," Rich- 
ardson said. The school band concerts, 
variety shows and plays arc held in the 
cafeteria, which has poor acoustics and 
almost every seat In the house is a bad 
one. 


The students construct a make-shift 


stage from tables. There arc no curtains 
or lights. "There's a lot of talent in the 
school," Richardson said. "They're doing 
a very professional job in unprofes- 
sional facilities." 


FREMD'S STUDENT council has been 


the most active in working for the refer- 
endum. Student councils at Conanl, Pala- 
tine, Hoffman Estates and Schaumburg 
high schools do not have an organized 
campaign. 


Working for the referendum has done 


something for school spirit at Frcmd be- 
cause It's a group effort, said Richard- 
son. "A lot of these kids I've known for 
two, three, four years and everything 
we've ever done we helped each other — 
all for one and one for all, ya know? 
There's a lot of school spirit, kids really 
stick together. This is just another one of 


those activities to help each other out." 


The first step Is to "moke the students 


aware and stress the importance of just 
exercising the right to vote," Richardson 
said. He estimates about 25 per cent of 
the 600 seniors at Frcmd ore 18 and can 
vote. Multiply that by senior classes in 
three other schools and that's a good 
number, he said. 


Although the seniors won't get a 


chance to use the pools and auditoriums 
while they're In school, because they 
won't be built for more than a year, most 
realize it is for the school's future, said 
Richardson. "I like to think I can come 
back here when I'm 20 and take an adult 
swim class." 


THE NEXT STEP, said Richardson, is 


to get the kids 'to go home and say, 
"There's a referendum Saturday and 


we'd like you to vote. These are the 
facts, this is how it is. You make up your 
own mind." 


Maybe they'll be successful but what- 


ever the result, the campaign has been 
an exciting lesson In democracy, Rich- 
ardson said. "This is the first time a lot 
of us have really experienced democra- 
cy. It's a new thing like a kid in a candy 
store. We want to do a good job." 
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'We had moxie* says Ferguson of Saxons' historic game

Tho gnmo was (ho biggest of tho year 


for tho Schaumburg Saxons, but then, It 
seems, every game Is big nowadays for 
coach Bob Ferguson's grlddors. 


Lost week's crucial victory over Roll- 


ing Mcndows was "key", and next week- 
end's homecoming match with visiting 
Elk Grove will bo a matter of life and 
death. 


But Friday night at Forest View when 


tho Saxons toppled tho Falcons, the con- 
test represented tho single most Impor- 
tant moment In Saxon football history. 


The 43-37 overtime win put Ferguson's 


men In first place all alone atop the 
Sonlh standing of the Mid-Suburban 
League. And that's where Ferguson ex- 
pects them In tiny. 


"Next week's the big one now," the 


coach said, looking ahead to the Elk 
Grove gome. 


But Ferguson dldn!t allow himself the 


luxury of foresight until after his 
Schaumburg squad had pulled out the 
thrilling victory at Forest View's home- 
coming. 


"Tonight I think we.had the moxle, the 


(cnaclousncss, the stlck-to-atlveness, to 
win this game," said an excited Saxon 
coach after tho wild, and weird finish on 
tho Falcon field. 


"We knew Pctran was a helluva pass- 


er. I really believe that he is Just a super 
quarterback. I've been around here for a 
few years now onri I think he's about the 
best we've seen, ills passes are always 


right on the money. And he has out- 
standing receivers." 


The Saxons "held" Petran to 11 com- 


pletions In 32 attempts, not bad against a 
passer who has been connecting on 56 
per cent of his tosses. Schaumburg's de- 
fense allowed 46 yards through the air, 
but just 120 on the ground. 


"Our defense has won games for us In 


the past," Ferguson noted, "and tonight 
It was the offense's turn to win one." 


The Saxon attack not only racked up 


the biggest point total'In Schaumburg 
varsity football history, It also accumu- 
lated an unofficial total of 407. yards 
rushing, just 42 yards short of the MSL 


, mark. 


Quarterback Russ Zonca ran for three 


touchdowns and 142 years and he passed 
to Jeff Bojl for another score. It was 
Zonca's 15-yard option gallop, breaking 
several tackles along the way, that even- 
tually won the game in overtime. 


Scott Mlelke, though, was Schaum- 


burg's leading ground gainer, running 
for 162 yards In 22 carries. The junior 
halfback showed plenty of good moves In 
the open field, racing for a 54-yard pick- 
up during the Saxon' initial scoring 
drive. The next time Schaumburg got the 
ball, Mlelke got the call and jitterbugged 
for a 19-yard touchdown. 


Ferguson, who had promised a more 


wide-open Saxon offense early In the 
week, admitted that it was much too 
tempting to keep the ball on the ground, 


Zonca threw just eight passes. 


"We really had the running game go- 


Ing," the coach said. "I'll go with the 
bread and butter every time." 


Still, It was the Saxon defense which 


came to the rescue and stopped Falcon 
tailback Dave Matzl just short of the 
goal line on fourth down and one to end 
the game. Had Matzl scored, Forest 
View would have been just an extra-point 
kick from victory. 


Forest View head coach Fred Lussow 


handed out a gracious compliment after 
his team had suffered Its second loss of 
the season. 


"They're the best offensive team we've 


seen this year," Lussow said. 


And the Saxons aren't finished. 


Schaumburg wins in overtime; leads division

Fred Lussow just shook his head and 


stared down at the floor In the Forest 
View locker room. \Vhnt he was about to 
say was moybo the hardest thing he's 
hnd to say In a long time. 


"Schaumburg Is a good team — they 


played excellent football," the Falcon 
coach said. "They must havo something 
going for them If they can keep winning 
games like this." 


Coach Bob Ferguson's Schaumburg Sa- 


xons had nipped Forest View Friday In a 
remarkable contest, moving the Saxons 
Into solo possession of first place In the 
MId-Suburbnn League South at 4-1. 


The Saxons won, 43-37. In a nerve-rock- 


ing overtime bailie, the tint In each 
school's history and only the second such 
gamo In the nrmal* of MSL football. It 
came on the Falcons' homecoming and II 
set a league record for most points In 
one game by both clubs. 


The game was decided In the "extra 


period" when Saxon quarterback Russ 
Zonca scored from 15 yards out on an 
option keeper and Forest View was 
stopped by Schaumburg's tough defen- 
sive lino on a fourth and goal from tho 
one. 


But there was enough action and ex- 


citement In tho first four quarters to (III 
three ball games. An explosive Saxon of- 
fense, led by Zoncn and junior halfback 
Scott Mlelke. put 31 points on the board 
In the drat half, and n determined Forest 
View team stormed back for three touch- 
downs In the second half, mainly on the 
strong passing arm of quarterback Jim 
Pctran.

qnartcr TD, looked to (ho air In the sec- 
ond half, despite n persistent drizzle that 
made the ball hard to handle. A 20-yard 
pass to tailback Modi helped set up a 
short TD strike to split end Neil Schmidt, 
making (lie score 31-23 when Matzl ran 
for two. 


Then with 22 seconds left in the third 


quarter, Pctran gave to Matzl, who 
pounded two yards over center for this 
third touchdown of the night, copping a 
long. 07-yard drive. A two-point con- 
version would have tied the game, but 
Petran was dragged down trying the 
right sidt. 


"I am extremely proud of the kids," 


said Lussow after the game. "I've seen 
teams down at hnlltlme who get com- 
pletely blown off In the second half. But 
our kids came back, they didn't quit, 
they stayed and fought." 


The game appeared to be all but over 


at 4:34 of the fourth period when Zonca 
tallied his third TD on a fourth-down op- 
tion keeper from the Falcon 22. But Bl- 


vcr missed his first extra-point kick of 
the evening, and with the score 37-29, 
Forest View was still alive. 


Petran failed to connect on third and 


fourth down passes on the next drive, 
which stalled at the Schauraburg 3D, and 
the Saxons proceeded to run the clock • 
down to 1:32 before Martino fumbled the 
hull nt the Falcon 31 following an eight- 
yard gain. 


"I thought we had it wrapped up," said 


Ferguson. "We had ball control, we were 
moving, and we gave it to our best run- 
ner. Martino hasn't fumbled In three 
years." 


Pctran waited until third down to lo- 


cate Roy Mlchaelson on a slant over the 
middle. The 6-foot-l, 175-pound junior 
nabbed tho pass in stride and outraced 
three Saxon defenders for the TD that 
put Forest View within two. 


Then Petran found Bob Strasser at the 


left flag for a rolling, two-point reception 
and the game was 37-37. 


Schaumburg won the overtime coin flip 


and elected to take first crock at scoring 
from 10 yards out. 


On third down, following a Saxon 


procedure penalty and a three-yard loss, 
Zonca rolled right, broke three tackles, 
and piled Into the end zone with what 
proved to be the winning score. Blvcr 
missed his extra-point try again, and the 
Saxons hnd to play defense. 


"We were looking for that ploy," said 


Lussow later. "But we just didn't make 
the tackles. Zonca jumped over a couple 
of kids. We should have had him, but 
he's a good runner." 


The first play for Forest View was an 


Incomplete pass in the left flat. Petran 
slipped on the wet turf on second down, 
losing five yards. Then the junior quar- 
terback hit Schmidt in the right flat, and 
Schmidt made It all tho way down to tho 
one, forced out of bounds very near the 
corner stake. 


"We decided that if they scored we'd

istered a 30-10 triumph to help dampen 
Wheeling's homecoming activities, but 
they were forced to rally twice against 
the stubborn Wildcats. 


"I was very pleased with the way we 


moved the ball," Jack Liljeberg agreed 
when informed that his winless outfit had 
raked the field for 338 total yards. 


"But we just can't shake those back- 


breaking mistakes," he added. There's 
always something, either a mental or 
physical error, that really hurts." 


The turning point in the see-saw battle 


came midway through the third period 
while Wheeling was protecting a 10-15 
lead it had achieved in the first series of 
the second half. 


Palatine gained possession of the 


ensuing squib'kick at the Wildcat 46 yard 
line, but quickly faced a fourth down, 11 
yards-to-go situation against the unyield- 
ing Wheeling defense.

rocketed an end-over-end boot that ac- 
cumulated more height than distance.

pered 20 yards down to the seven. 


Fullback Jim Maycan, rarely brought 


to the turf without two or three Wheeling 
defenders strapped to his back, bucked 
for four yards and then two before Jim 
Popp pushed over from six feet away. 


A two-point conversion put Palatine 


back into a 23-19 lead which they later 
padded to 30-19 on a two-yard plunge by 
Maycan late in the fourth quarter. 


"Yea, Mnycon ran (he way we expect 


him to tonight," Herstedt sold of his 
bruslng O-foot-3, 200-pound fullback. "He 
showed some balance tonight and he had 
a couple good second efforts." 


Maycan carried 22 times for 106 yards 


and tallied twice from two yards out to 
provide Palatine with a consistent, pun- 
ishing ground game.

Other statues in 
the scries from which The Bather was 
taken are displayed In the Museum of 
Modern Art, Stockholm. 


The statue will be the focal point of the 


40-acre Gould office-sports development 
to be completed by next fall. The first 
phase of construction in the center, a 
research and development building, is 
finished. Second phase work, including a 
10-story office building, Is under way. 


The $3,800 allocated by Rolling Mead- 


ows, $600 more than the city allotted lost 
year, Is thu highest sum being spent by 
any Northwest suburb on the municipal 
league conference, according to a Herald 
survey.

Students stump 
to get vote out 
on school bonds

The word Is being passed In the halls 


of local high schools thai Saturday Is a 
very Important day (or the future of stu- 
dents. 


That's when the voters will turn 


thumb* up or thumbs down to swimming 
pools and auditoriums for High School 
Dlst. 211 schools. Tho students want 
these new facilities and many of them 
have picked up the banner to do a little 
campaigning. 


They're telling friends, parents and 


parents' friends that tho S22-mlluon bond 
referendum for construction will Improve 
tho schools. 


The referendum will finance n sixth 


high school for the district which would 
open north of the Winston Park subdivi- 
sion of Palatine In 1077. It also will pay 
for on auditorium and swimming pool 
each for Fremd, Schaumburg and Co- 
nn nt high schools and a pool for Hoffman 
Estates High School. Schaumburg also 
will get more classroom and cafeteria 
space. 


THE POOLS AND auditoriums are the 


major concern of students because they 
sec n need for these facilities day to day. 
In fact, It was student opinion that 
prompted the board of education to 
think more seriously of expanding the 
school buildings. 


In a "rap session" between the board 


and students lost February students 
were asked which they would rather 
have — auditoriums or swimming pools. 
About half the students said pools and 
half said auditoriums were needed. If 
Saturday's referendum Is passed, they'll 
get both. 


The student council at Frcmd High 


School Is working hard to sec the refer- 
endum Is a succcsss. But the campaign- 
Ing has been Informal — on purpose, sold 
Kevin Richardson, senior at Frcmd and 
chairman of the council's campus and

Passing out leaflets doesn't get the 


m e s s a g e across, Richardson said. 
"People just file It in the round file any- 
way." Instead tho news of the referen- 
dum Is being passed word of mouth to 
students. "If you hear It from your own 
friend when you're sitting at McDonald's 
for lunch, It's more effective." 


Eventually the word will get back to 


home and parents, Richardson said. 
"Kids have to be convinced before they 
can go home and convince their par- 
ents." 


STUDENTS 
AIIE "awful wary of 


taxes," said Richardson. But "once we 
convince most of them that their par- 
ents' tax rate won't bo affected, they'll 
soy It's a good Idea." 


Dlst. 211 Is "a relatively conservative 


area. Big changes like this arc hard 
to accept." Richardson said. But he 
thinks facts and some conversation will 
make tho job cosier. "I think people 
around here arc open minded." 


There's no doubt In Richardson's mind 


that both auditoriums and pools arc 
needed at each school. Last year a junior 
at Frcmd drowned In Lake Michigan, he 
said. "Mnybc if there had been a swim 
program It wouldn't have happened." 


Auditoriums are "Just as valuable or 


even more valuable than pools," Rich- 
ardson said. The school band concerts, 
variety shows and plays arc held In the 
cafeteria, which has poor acoustics and 
almost every scat in the house Is a bad 
one. 


The students construct a make-shift 


stage from tables. There arc no curtains 
or lights. "There's n lot of talent In the 
school," Richardson said. "They're doing 
a very professional job In unprofes- 
sional facilities." 


FHEMD'S STUDENT council has been 


the most active In working for the refer- 
endum. Student councils at Conant, Pala- 
tine, Hoffman Estates and Schaumburg 
high schools do not have an organized 
campaign. 


Working for the referendum has done 


something for school spirit nt Frcmd be- 
cause It's a group effort, said Richard- 
son. "A lot of those kids I've known for 
two. 
three, four years and everything 


we've ever done we helped each other — 
all for one and one for all, ya know? 
There's n lot of school spirit, kids really 
stick together. This Is just another one of 
those activities to help each other out." 


The first step Is to "moke the students 


aware and stress the Importance of just 
exercising the right to vote," Richardson 
said. He estimates about 25 per cent of 
the 600 seniors at Frcmd arc 18 and can 
vote. Multiply that by senior classes In 
three other schools and that's a good 
number, he said. 


Although the seniors won't get a 


chance to use the pools and auditoriums 
while they're In school, because they 
won't be built for more than a year, most 
realize It Is for the school's future, said 
Richardson. "I like to think I can come 
back here when I'm 20 and take an adult 
swim class." 


THE NEXT STEP, sold Richardson, Is 


to get the kids to go home and say. 
"There's a referendum Saturday and 
we'd like you to vote. These arc tho 
facts, this Is how it is. You mako up your 
own mind." 


Maybe they'll be successful but what- 


ever the result, the campaign has been 
an exciting lesson In democracy, Rich- 
ardson said. "This is the first time a lot 
of us have really experienced democra- 
cy. It's a new thing like a kid In a candy 
store. We want to do a good job."

Chief pushes for full-time firemen to ease problem 


of icaiting up to 5 minutes for volunteers to arrive

Palatine has no full-time firemen on 


duty during the weekends, and fire offi- 
cials say they've been lucky (here have 
been no major fires. 


"But one day soon, our luck Is going to 


run out on us," said Fire Chief Orvlllc 
Helms. 


Helms cites the loss of critical minutes 


In calling out volunteers to respond to 
weekend fires as n primary reason for 
pushing for round-the-clock firefighters. 


"Wo'vo been taking our chances be- 


cause there arc more people and build- 
ings in the village and rural areas to 
serve now than there were when xvc wt-i e 
first operating on this system," Helms 
sold. 


Ha said It has token as long as five 


minutes for volunteers and full-time fire- 
men to show up at the station on the 


weekend before equipment can be dis- 
patched. 


ON AT LEAST one occasion, a fireman 


was forced to take an engine from the 
(ire station alone because no other men 
answered the (Ire coll. Volunteers have 
arrived at fire scenes sporatlcally, and a 
full crew of firemen often has not ar- 
rived until long after the (Ire call Is 
sounded. 


The department's 11 full-time and 18 


volunteer firemen arc called to the sta- 
tion by short-wave radio on Saturdays 
and Sundays when a fire alarm is 
sounded. Many of the men arc not in the 
village, and arc unable to get back in 
time to help fight a fire, Helms said. 


Palatine has two high-rises, the Subur- 


ban National Dank and Old Madrid 
apartment building; 50 apartment com- 
plexes: 23 churches; and several schools.

The fire department serves approximate- 
ly 28,000 residents In the Village of Pala- 
tine and another 15,000 in the rural areas 
around tho village. 


Helms said as few as six and as many 


as 20 men have responded to the station

off." 
The chief said the department 


needs a 24-hour duty of full-time firemen 
every day. 


The fire department currently operates 


two eight-hour shifts each manned by 
five full-time firemen on Mondays and 
Fridays from G a.m. to 2 p.m. and from 2 
to 10 p.m. Volunteer firemen arc on duty 
from 10 p.m. to 6 a.m. weekdays. No full- 
time firemen or volunteers arc on duty 
at cither the Sladc Street or Colfax 
Street fire stations on the weekends, 
Helms said. 


THE PRESENT staff structure wns set 


up for Palatine In 1949 when only 45 fire 
and ambulance calls wore received by 
the fire department. The department re- 
sponded to 1,434 fire and ambulance calls 
during 1973-74 In both the village and rur- 
al arcns of Palatine, and more than 2,000 
total calls have been projected for the 
current fiscal year.

Village MRP. Anton H. Harwlg said un- 


dcrstafflng of the fire department is a 
result of the quick transition Palatine 
has made from a small rural village to a 
mnjor suburb. 


Surrounding 
suburban 
fire 
depart- 


ments have been operating on a 24-hour, 
full-time fireman system, seven days a 
week, for five to 14 years. 


CAPT. TOM BOUFFARD of the Ar- 


lington Heights Fire Dcpt. sold the de- 
partment began full-time fire service 
with four full-time firemen 14 years ago. 
The department now has 72 full-time fire- 
men to serve approximately 72,000 vil- 
lage residents.

Ethics legislation requiring income dis- 


closure by Palatine's elected, appointed 
and 
administrative 
officials

pcscntcd to tho village board for adop- 
tion next month. 


A task force appointed In August to 


study financial disclosure hopes to re- 
solve the remaining questions on the pro- 
posed ordinance at a meeting at 0 p.m. 
Tuesday at Village Hall, 54 S. Brockway 
St. 


The main stumbling blocks to a final 


drafting of tho income-disclosure ordi- 
nance arc determining who should bo 
covered under the ordinance, what infor- 
mation should be supplied on the Income- 
disclosure form, penalties for failure to 
file a complete and accurate form and 
development of a hearing and appeal 
process. 


TRUSTEE PHILIP E. Stern, task 


force chairman, indicated that all elected 
officials would be covered by the pro- 
posed ordinance, In addition to appointed 
and administrative offlculs In key posi- 
tions. The task force also Is expected to 
recommend 'hat vendors selling more 
than $1,000 annually to the village be re- 
quired to file a financial-disclosure form. 


The three types of financial Informa- 


tion required under the proposed ordi- 


nance would be Income, Including gifts, 
loans and release of debts; Investments, 
ownership or officer status In a firm, and 
real property. 


"The hard decision Is deciding if there 


should be total disclosure of the exact 
dollar amount for nil three types, dollar 
amount only over a certain level or just 
the fact that ownership exists," said 
Stern. 


A different disclosure form for vendors 


doing business In the village will be rec- 
ommended. This form would list the offi- 
cers and stockholders In the firm and 
probably show If the firm has any In- 
debtedness from or to village officers or 
employes. Also Included would be the 
firm's economic Interests In Pulatlnc 
Township. 


ADMINISTRATIVE handling of 
tho 


proposed Income disclosure forms would 
be by the village manager or clerk, said 
Stem. Accessibility of the disclosure 
forms will probably be open with some 
provision to notify an official of another 
party's Inquiry Into his statement, said 
Stern. 


A timetable for filing of the disclosure 


forms of 30 days following an election, 
appointment or lilrlng will be recom- 
mended by the task force. Major changes 


in on official's financial status would 
have to be filed In 60 days. 


Breaches of the proposed ordinance 


would be hcurd by an ethics board com- 
prised of local citizens or members of 
the village board. A penalty for failure to 
flic an Income disclosure form or filing 
of an Incomplete or fraudulent form 
could carry a $500 fine, Stern sold. 


"Financial disclosure, although not a 


total solution to the concern of integrity 
In government, is a tool for minimizing 
conflict of Interest problems faced by 
public officials, office holders, employes 
in sensitive areas and possibly even ven- 
dors doing business with the village," 
said Stern. 


THE TASK FORCE'S proposed in- 


comc-dlsclosure ordinance will go the ad- 
ministration, finance 
and legislation 


committee of the village board for re- 
view prior to final action by the board. 


Adoption of an Income-disclosure form 


would necessitate the development of a 
public Information program to explain 
the form and tell people how It works, 
said Stern. Procedures also would have 
to be established so that potential village 
officials would be able to contact some- 
one about questions on the form.

of local high schools that Saturday Is a 
very Important day for the future of stu- 
dents. 


That's when the voters will turn 


thumb* up or thumbs down to swimming 
pools and auditoriums for High School 
Dlst. 211 schools. The students want 
these new facilities and runny of them 
Imvc picked up the banner to do a little 
campaigning. 


They're telling friends, parents and 


parents' friends that the J22-mllllon bond 
referendum for construction will Improve 
the schools. 


The referendum will finance a sixth 


high school for the district which would 
open north of the Winston Park subdivi- 
sion of Palatine In 1977. It also will pay 
for an auditorium and swimming pool 
each for Frcmd, Schaumburg and te- 
nant high schools and n pool for Hoffman 
Estates High School. Schaumburg also 
will get more classroom and cafeteria 
space. 


TIIK POOLS AND auditoriums arc the 


major concern of students because they 
sec a need for these facilities day to day.

message across, Richardson said.

area. Big changes like this arc hard 
to accept." Richardson said. But ho 
thinks facts and some conversation will 
make tho job easier. "I think people 
around here arc open minded." 


There's no doubt In Richardson's mind 


that both auditoriums and pools arc 
needed at each school. Last year a junior 
at Frcmd drownoJ In Lake Michigan, he 
said. "Maybe if there had been a swim 
program It wouldn't have happened." 


Auditoriums arc "just as valuable or 


even more valuable than pools," Rich- 
ardson said. Tho school band concerts, 
variety shows and plays arc held In the 
cafeteria, which has poor acoustics and 
almost every seal In the house Is a bad 
one. 


The students construct n make-shift 


stage from tables. There arc no curtains 
or lights. "There's a lot of talent In the 
school," Richardson said. "They're doing 
a very professional Job in unprofes- 
sional facilities." 


FREUD'S STUDENT council has been 


the most active In working for the refer- 
endum. Student councils at Conant, Pala- 
tine, Hoffman Estates and Schaumburg 
high schools do not have an organized 
campaign. 


Working for the referendum has done 


something for school spirit at Frcmd be- 
cause It's a group effort, said Richard- 
son. "A lot of these kids I've known for 
two. three, four years and everything 
we've ever done we helped each other — 
all for one and one for all, ya know? 
There's a lot of school spirit, kids really 
stick together. This Is just another one of 
those activities to help each other out." 


The first step Is to "make the students 


aware and stress the Importance of just 
exercising the right to vote," Richardson 
said. He estimates about 25 per cent of 
the 600 seniors at Frcmd ore IB and can 
vote. Multiply that by senior classes In 
three other schools and that's a good 
number, he said. 


Although the seniors won't get a 


chance to use the pools ->nd auditoriums 
while they're In school, because they 
won't be built for more than a year, most 
realize It Is for the school's future, said 
Richardson. "I like to think I can come 
back here when I'm 20 and take an adult 
swim class." 


THE NEXT STEP, said Richardson, Is 


to get the kids to go home and say, 
"There's a referendum Saturday and 
we'd like you to vote. These are tho 
facts, this is how It Is. You make up your 
own mind." 


Maybe they'll be successful but what- 


ever the result, the campaign has been 
an exciting lesson In democracy, Rich- 
ardson sold. "Tills is the first time a lot 
of us have really experienced democra- 
cy. It's a new thing like a kid In a candy 
store. We want to do a good job."

Mount Prospect firemen average a 50.4 
hour work week. In off-duty hours, fire- 
men also work In the Mount Prospect 
Fire Prevention Bureau and arc paid 
straight time for their service. 


BECAUSE OF THE law, Palritz said 


the fire prevention bureau work would 
require time and a half pay because it Is 
not Included as hours In a fireman's 
regular 240 hour per 28-day system. 


Palritz said If the overtime ls,not paid, 


a fireman can flic a complaint with the 
Fair Labor Standards Bureau and the 
bureau could require that the fireman be 
paid time and a half for all the hours he 
has worked beyond 40 In a week. 


As an alternative Palritz and finance 


director Richard L. Jesse have proposed 
the village hire seven more full-time fire- 
men to man the (Ire prevention bureau, a 
move which they say will be far less 
costly. 


Eppley said the proposal to hire extra 


firemen In lieu of paying time and n half 
to regular firemen to man the fire pre- 
vention bureau could save the village as 
much as $40,000 next year. 


THE VILLAGE manager sold he has 


forwarded tho recommendation to the 
village board Including his endorsement 
for the plan. 


"The law Is a bitter pill for us and 


every other municipality to swallow," 
Eppley said. "The alternative is to go 
broke paying experienced firemen over- 
time." 


Eppley said he would like the board to 


consider the proposal quickly so firemen 
can be hired Nov. 15, complete their 
training period and be on the job by Jan. 
1. 


Palritz said municipalities with full- 


time fire prevention bureaus probably 
will not be affected by the law. Mount 
Prospect's fire prevention bureau, which 
has been in existence more than eight 
years, Is staffed by part-time firemen be- 
cause it Is cheaper for the village and it 
offers trained firemen a part-time job to 
which they can apply their knowledge 
and experience, Palritz said.

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Time to Caucus 


Village's political machinery cranking up again; 


first of public meetings to pick slate Sunday 


by KURT DAEK 


The Arlington Heights Caucus, the po- 


litical machine that has dominated vil- 
lage election for I ho past 13 years, Is 
getting ready to roll again. 


The first of two public meetings that 


ultimately will lead to a slate of five can- 
didates for the Arlington Heights Village 
Board, Including the office of vlllago 
president, will bo held at 1:30 p.m. Sun- 
day at Miner Junior High School. 1101 E. 
Miner St. 


The mooting, which Is open to all regis- 


tered voters in the village, is critical to 
anyone concerned about the platform 
and bylaws of tho village's only organ- 
ized political party, and the way It 
chooses its candidates. 


Since 1036 when the organization was 


formed, 
Caucus-nominated candidates 


for village office frequently have run 
unopposed in the April election. The re- 
sponsiveness of tho Caucus is tied 
directly to the number of residents who 
attend Its meetings. 


To those who arc unfamiliar with It, 


the workings of tho Arlington Heights 
Caucus can be confusing to the point of 
despair. Out In outline form, here is how 
it works. 


• Residents who attend the meeting 


Sunday will bo seated according to geog- 
raphic precincts. Thcro will be about 20 
precincts, similar to the county \ollng 
precincts. 


• Voters in each precinct will choose 


from among them one representative 
who will sit on tho Caucus Candidate 
Recommendation Committee. The repre- 
sentative will bo elected by a majority 
vote of tho residents within each pre- 
cinct. 


• It Is tho Job of the candidate recom- 


mendation committee over the next 2Vj 
months to interview prospective village 
board candidates seeking Caucus en- 


dorsement. Historically, these Interviews 
huvc been closed to both the public and 
thi press. 


The committee Is obligated to consider 


all names submitted to It. It also is ex- 
pected to seek out potential candidates. 
Finally (ho committee, by secret ballot, 
must recommend at least two candidates 
for each open office. This year that 
means 10 names. 


• Five days before a second general 


meeting of tho Caucus, normally held In 
January, the names of persons recom- 
mended by the candidate committee arc 
announced. The names of other persons 
the committee Interviewed, but did not 
recommend ore not announced. Recom- 
mended candidates arc presently forbid- 
den by Caucus bylaws to do any cam- 
paigning In their own behalf during tills 
lime. 


• At the second Caucus meeting, also 


open to all registered voters, a final slate 
of candidates is chosen. 


The slate Is elected by residents at- 


tending the second meeting, after each 
candidate has presented his or her quali- 
fications In a aliort speech. It also is pos- 
sible at this second meeting for residents 
to nominate additional candidates from 
tho floor. 


After the balloting, Caucus candidates 


nominating petitions arc signed and ulti- 
mately filed with the villago clerk. 


Incidental to the selection of the candi- 


date recommendation committee, voters 
at Sunday's Caucus meeting will elect 
new party officers, including a chair- 
man, vice chairman, secretary and 
treasurer. This committee Is charged 
with organizing the second Caucus meet- 
ing. 


Tho Caucus bylaws and statement of 


purpose can be amended at Sunday's 
meeting. The statement of purpose is a 
platform \vhlch all Caucus endorsed can-

The ordinance currently provides a land 
and money donation formula based upon 
tho acreage of tho development. 


"IK A HIGH RISE development goes 


up in an area Instead of a housing devel- 
opment, the park will need to serve 


many more people," explained Kathcrlnc 
Mullcr, park district vice president. 


The park board also will Insist that the 


village comply with the ordinance. The 
park board alleges that the village has 
not always publicly established the need 
for land More it acquired property us- 
ing land dedication funds. The board also 
has accused the village of using a flat 
value of land that is made available for 
pork district use by a developer, rather 
than determining the land's actual fair 
market value. 


The park board charges that the park 


district has not received a fair share of 
the $357,000 that builders have donated 
for public land purposes since 1957. 


The village board finance committee Is 


presently considering the use of land 
dedication money and the park district's 
request for $120,000 to buy more land.

Wheeling parks seek 
change in schools pact 


Crass may grow longer around schools 


In Wheeling after Tuesday. The Wheeling 
Park District doesn't xvant to cut grass 
on school property any more. 


Tho park district has asked that Its 


agreement with Wheeling-Buffalo Grove 
Dlst. 21 bo changed after the current 
agreement expires Tuesday. 


The park district now cuts lawns on 


the Wheeling school property and In turn 
receives the use of school facilities for 
park district activities. 


"CONTINUED maintenance of the 


school property Is really more than we 
as a district can handle," said Park 
Supt. David Phillips. 


Dist. 21 Supt. Kenneth Gill said he Is 


concerned about setting a precedent with 
Wheeling that might have to be dupli- 
cated with other park districts. 


Dlst. 21 has a similar agreement with 


four other park districts — River Trolls. 
Arlington Heights, Buffalo Grove and 
Prospect Heights. 


"What we do with one we must do with 


all." he said. "We're not just talking 
about Wheeling but about four others." 


Under the current agreement, (he park 


district has frco use of school facilities 


on school days. For use of elementary 
schools Saturdays and for all schools on 
holidays and Sundays the park district 
pays Dlst. 21 56.50 an hour. 


"WE WOULD HATIIEU pay that limit- 


ed expense than pay the overwhelming 
expense" for property maintenance, 
Phillips said. The park district estimates 
It would cost about $1,000 to rent the fa- 
cilities for Its programs during the year. 


Although neither district has discussed 


allowing the park district to use school 
facilities on a rental basis, Phillips said 
It would be cheaper for the park district 
to rent the facilities. 


He said the park district has about 85 


acres of park property and 110 acres of 
school property to maintain. The park 
district "is not able to do cither job very 
well," he sold. 


The park district estimates that It 


costs about $4,000 annually to maintain 
all the property which results In a deficit 
of about $3,000 each year for mainte- 
nance in the park district budget, Phil- 
lips said. 


The school board and park board will 


meet later this month to discuss revi- 
sions on the joint agreement.
